. Ottawa, Marchi 20. 
The budget~ debate still drags on, 
but is timed to come to an end to- 
morrow, ‘the eighth day from its com- 
menzement, but only the fifth day. of 
the debate, Monday, which up to this 
time ‘has been a private members day 
has now ‘been taken for government 
business, so that Wednesday is the 
only private members day remaining 
out of the week of fivef sitting days. 


Tha budget spsech was delivered by 
the minister of finance on Thursday: 


afternoon. 

Hia was followed. by E. B. Osler, of To- 
ronto, who was put up as finengial 
critic of the oppositioa jn the place of 
Mr. Foster. Although Mr. Osler 
stands high in his profession as,a fin- 
ancial lawyer of the best class his 
effort showed that ability in debate 
does vot always go with fullness of 
knowledge and ability in other lines. 
It is universally admitted that Mr. 
Foster was never before so much miss- 
ed@ in the house as when Mr, Osler was 
ciiticizing) the budget. It looked like 
a misplay on the part of the newly 
organized opposition; although pos- 
sibly it was intended to give him time 
and opportunity to prepare himself for 
his most important appearance in his 
now position,—a case of sparring lor 
wind. Kor the new opposition leader 
is clever, and{is pot bumiptious. Mr. 
Osler was at the disadvantage of 
nevely criticizing, without having 
auything to oifer instead; and so what- 
ever argument he might have made 
was bound to lack point, He objected 
to tbe Jange expenditures in times of 
prosperity, but did not show) how, be 
would reuuce them. ‘The growLog rev- 
ejues should have been used either{.to 
jdecreasa tne taxation or decrease the 
debt, But be aid wot say that that 
was or would be the policy; his party 
would, adopt. He» belittled the British 
preferecve, but did not suggest that 
nis party would abolisa it, 

Sir Richard Cartwright spoke on 
Friday, after careful preparation, and 
his speech was astclever as ever, von- 
sidered as a speech, But the fact that 
Cartwright in office excuses what 
Cartwright ir opposition, condemned, 
takes from the eilect of his every ut- 
terance. in pariiament the record of 
the mam is a part of his speech, and. 2 
his record contradicts his speech the 
speech falls flat no matter how, clever 
it maly be. 

As the outcome of the opiposition’s 
sparring for wind, on Friday night)ias 
the house was about to rise the leader 
of the oppositioa took the floor and 
placed the trade and tariff policy of his 
party before the house in thé torm of 
amnamendment to the motion of the 
minister of finance. The following is 
tho motion in full: 

“That! in tha opinion of this House 
the welfare of this country requiries a 
pronounsed policy of adequate  pro- 
tection and encouragement at all 
tims to the Uaior, agripultural 
manufacturing, mining and other in- 
dustiial interests of Canada, 

“That, in the opinion of this, House, 
ths adoption of a policy of mutual 
trade preference within the Empire 
would, prove of great.benefit- id the 
Mother Country and to the Colonies, 
and would greatly promote the pros- 
parity, unity and progress of the; Em- 
pire as a whole; and that the pres- 
ent time, when, the commonwealth of 
Australia is laying the foundation of 
its fiscal system is particularly oppor- 
tune for taking prompt and energetic 
steps towards the furtherance of this 
object. 

“This House is further of opinion 
that equivalent or adequate duties 
should, be imposed by Canada-upon the 
products and manufactures of coun- 
tries not within the Emyire in al] cases 
where such countries tail to admit 
Canadian products and manufactures 
upon fair terms, and that the govern- 
ment should take for this purposd all 
such available measures as may be 
found, necessary.” 

The beauty of this resolution is its 
compirehensiveness. It may mean 
everything; and it may mean nothing 
lt declares for protection to every- 
body but does rot indicate whether the 
present tariff—which the opposition 
claim as their own—is or is not what 
they consiger “adequate” proteciion, 
It is definite on one poing and on one 
only, Rumgly, LOal We Reed not look to 
the supporters of the resoiuuo. for 
any reauction in the present rates, of 
so-called “protection,” 

it declares for a policy of mutual 
trad preferenie within the empire; but 
fai's to indipats what means ait!’ to ike 
iaken—oi/ in other words what sacri- 
tices, if any, the movers are willing to 
make—to geoure that preference; and 
particularly does not indicate whether 


the present British preference is ta be 
continued or not. 
It declares for “equivalent or ade- 
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quate” dues againgt the world out- 
sid, the empire, but does not indicate 
whether they are to be “equivalent” 
ov “adequate” and if the latter what 
purpose they are to be “adequate” for. 

Although’ the resclution as it. reads 
has no definite meaning, it can only 
be taken for granted that it is a veil- 
ed declaration for a reversion to the 
tariff policy of 1878, a policy which 
has been condemned both by tha ver- 
dict of the people and by the logic of 
events. Such declarations of principle 
as it contains are coniined to trade 
and tariff questions, There is not a 
word as to the fiscal policy of retrench- 
ment and reduction of taxation and 
of debt suggested by Mr. Osler, and 
not’ a word as to how the new prob- 
lems now arising—such as those of 
trusis and combines—are to be dealt 
with. It was evidently put forward 
with the idea that the party had to

A SHETLANDER ON ALBERTA. 

We have received from Mr. H. W. 
Murray, Canadian government agent 
at Glasgow, a letter sent hjm) by a 
young Shetlander, who emigrated to 
Edmonton, The following is an ext 


tract: 

In its physical conformation the 
country is in striking contrast to the 
flat treeless belt of prairie, embraced 
in the fertile farming lands of Assini- 
boia, and the unsurpassed ranching 
lands south of and around Calgary. 


It is well wooded, poplar, pine, and 
spruce, being the principa! trees founds 
The gcenery is in parts magnificent, 
the tree-clad, heights and grand rivers. 
the picturesquely situated towns, and

Sum- 
mer and autumn are one iong suc- 
cession of dalys of the brightest sun- 
shine, and most perfect oi weather 
conditions. Winter usually com- 
menoes towards the end of November, 
and continues until March or April, 
But even when the ground is carpeted 
with! snow, the chinook wind blowing 
from thei south brings !0 its train sum- 
me skies and summer warmth. A 
coid snap biinging extremes of 30 and 
40 degrees beiow, zero, OCCUrS ONKe, Cr 
twice; during a winter, but lasts culy 
a few bours; and such ig the extreme 
dryness of the air, that even these de- 
grees of cold are less felt! tham the 


cold of an ordinary wet day in Eng- 
land or Scotland. Fogs and sudden 


changes in weather conditions are un- 
known. Alberta,-with its invigorating 
blimate, is going to be the; health re- 
sort and sanitarium of the Canada, of 
the future. Pulmonary diseases, con- 
sumption, phthisis, etc., are unknown. 

Alberta is par excellence the country 
of the farmer, the dairyman, and the 
rancher, It promises to be in the 
very! near future one of the foremost 
of wheat-growing countries, Its ex- 
ports of horses and tattle is on the 
increase. A market for its products 
exists im the mining regions oi British 
Columbia. |How much additional 
money this means to the Alberta farm- 
er, Wheat growers in less favored, dis- 
tricts, whose murkets are hundreds of 
miles distant, best can tell, Elevators 
exist the country over through whose 
means ample) facilities are provided for

He is aware that the 
following. day the Free State, which 
had, co quarrel with England, joined 
hands with the Transvaal republic, and 
that President Steyn called upon the 
Free State burghers to stand shoulder 
to shoulder against what he calied the 
oppressor; my hon, friend is aware 
that that very sameday the Boers in- 
vaded the British colony of Natal at 
Newcastle, that within the following 
week they invaded severai other places, 
My hon, triend is aware also that with- 
in a week of tbat time the Free Sitate 
burghers invaded the British territory 
of Cape Colony; that they occupied no 
less important a place than the dijs- 
trict of Kimberley, and that by a ser- 
ies of proclamations which | have here, 
from the commanduants ol the invading 
army, they annexed the district of 
Kimberley; to the Orange Free State. 
Well, sir, those things took place in 
the beginning of the war. My hon. 
friend, pities to-day and laments the 
condition of the Dutch citizens. Sir, 
¥ have here in my hand the evidence 
of British gubjeots in the district of 
Kimberley who were forced to serve in 
they Dutch army, and when they ap- 
pealed to President Sieyn were told 
that! the district of Kimberley hence- 
forth would be part of the Orange Free 
State, and that the allegiance of these 
former British subjects was thereby 
transferred to the Dutch republics for 
whom they were bound to bear arms, 
according to what Mr, Steyn declared 
tof be according to international law, 
Well, sir, those were the first stages 
of ‘the wac, But the tide‘turned. The 
Boers who invaded British territory 
were repulsed and their own territory 
was invaded and annexed to the Brit- 
ish territory. They again invaded 
British territory and were again re- 
pulsed. Now I ask my bon, friend 
what injustice can the Boers urge 
against the British government when 
the British government treated them 
exactly as they had treated British 
subjects and British territory? | 
injustice can they urge in receiving es-

I do not deprecateit as much as 
he does, but I believe perhaps {it is the 
greatest calamity which-has befallen 
“England within the last foriy years 
oy so, because it places on England the 
burden and the duty of governing 
South Africa with its two races es- 
tranged perhaps for gemerations by 
thei cruel memories of war. But, sir, 
even from that view, we must take the 
situation as it as. The problem of 
South Africa is this: That -you have 
ir) that county two races so mixed 
and, intermingled that it is not ras- 
sible to separate them. These two 
races must be governed by the same 
power and thé same, authority,and that 
power has either to be the power of 
England or the power of the Dutch. it 
has either to pe the liberal and enlight 
ened civilization of England of to-day 
oy the ald, bigoted and narrow; civil- 
ization! of the Dutch of two hundred 
years_ago. (Hear, hear.) 

Let my hon, fmend forget for a mo- 
ment that he and I are British sub- 
jects: aad ia the name of civilization, 
inf the names of humanity I ask kim 
which is “he power, that ought to gov- 
ern in that distant land?

EDMONTON TO THE YELLOWHEAD: 
ROUTE OF CANADIAN NORTFE2N 


‘Though the Canadiau Northern rail- 
way, now, huilding, must mean incal- 
culabje commercial good to Edinontoa, 
but’ few, even here, are aware, of the 
vast and degirabie territory whitch its 
construgtion' must needs open for set- 
tlemertt to the west of us, between 
Edmonton ard the main range of the 
Rockies. Few, comparatively, are ac- 
quainted, with that country, and the 
idea has prevailed that it is almost 
ond vast muskeg, unfit for habitation 
aad cultivation. 

From Loquiries from those who have 
made the trip from this point te the 
Moline and Miette rivers, (some of 
them! several tumes), we learn that the 
picture is just the reverse of what 
has been painted. Dhere are several 
large) Muskegs and many small on>s, 
but we have it on reliable authority 
that the laggest of these is Jess than 
@ mile; and a quarter in extent; and 
through this L. J. Swift, of the Henry 
House: N. H. Jock, of Prairie Creek, 
and the Indians, make their summer 
trip, when muskegs would ordinarily 
bel supposed. to be impassable. 

As the railway now ‘building 
follow the old survey of the early 70's, 
and as that survey, in great part, is 
the traii now used by the few who 
wish to reach the upper Athabasca, it 
is the country conuguous to it which 
we would note, 

Once the Pembina river is crossed, 
about 90 miles out fyom Edmonton, 
there are fertile valleys, many of them 
hundreds of acres in extent, above and 
bebind which are miles of splendid 
range. No better Jjoculuons exist for 
thea farmer and stock-raiser than 
those of the “Big Hole,” and:for miles 
along the Buffaio Vung, now re-christ- 

ened on the mapas the Lobgtick river, 
(a large tributary of the Pembina.) 
Along the Macleod, too, particularly 
at the White Mud, or Noyes’ fost, 
there are miles upon miles of range 
and bay land, with most desirable 
bottoms, for larming, and the same 
is true of the Big bddy country, a 
few miles this side of there. At the 
“Medicine Lodge” and jeavings of the 
Macleod, beyoud the White Mud, the 
trail again wigds along beautiful val- 
leys, ideal sites for many farmers’ 
homes, Ther{ the Macleod. divide, 28 
miles across, a low, uninviting ridge, 
must be crossed, and the Athabasca 
is reached, at a point 320 miles west 
of Edmonton, Here, along Cache Pi- 
cotte, Hardisty Creek, Prairie Creek, 
even to the mouth of tha Miette, is a 
valley several miles wide, ard eighty 
miles in Jength, by fur the greater 
part of which, almost ali in; tact is 
splendidly, adapted for ranching. For 
several years Mr, Swift bas grown 
vegetables and grain with splendid 
yield and untailing results in this val- 
ley,;:well up ia the Jaspen Pass, while 
last summer N, H. Jock was equally 
successful with a garden at his trad- 


will 


ing post on Prairie Creek, It is of 
this country that Frank Armstrong 
speaks in terms of highest praise as a 


ranching and stock-raising country, In 
Kebruary of last year Mr. Armstrong 
took an outfit lo that section to round 
up and bring in a band of horses. He 
vouches for the oft-repeated state- 
meat thai it is a country, where stock 
can winter and thrive without hav- 
ing tv be fed, ior even in that month, 
wher} the snow is naturally supposed 
to be diegpest, the warm winds irom 
tha Jasper Pass Kept the ranges and 
valley almost absolutely free from 
snow, while the horses ranging there 
wera in splendid condition. In iis op- 
inion, js a stock country, it is unex- 
celled, while its fertility and value as a 
grain-producing country has been 
tested) and proven. 

Such{ then is a brief outline of the 
400 miles of new country from Edmon- 
ton -westward, which will be opened 
up by the new railroad. It should also 
ba remembered that itis not only thes« 
valleys, along which the trail winds, 
that are desirable tor farming. Ali of 
the many tributaries of these streanis 
resent the same inviting prospect 
while the layge prairies ofter homes 
for _inmcaiculavie thousands, Aftei 
passing irum prairie to mountain, less 
iss known of the gossible results that 
may accrue from the const™uctlion of 
the raliroad, Possibly Geo. B. Me- 
Laughlia, who has mede several trips 
fron’ EKdmopton to the Tete Jaune 
Cache, has made a closer investigation 
of the geologiwal formation of that 
country than any others, except the 
goverumeny survey, pariies, and from 
what he has seen he .ac!ines to the ‘be- 
linf that the country between the 
Miette river, through (ie Yellowhead 
Pass, to the Tete Jaune Cache, is not 
heavily: mineralized, nor that the 
quartz is of a high grade, though he 
has seen fair showings along the 
Miette, also near Moose lake, and from 
there at several.points along the 
Fraser river. Still, the amexpected 
often happens,—right ir this section 
1ich leads may yet be found, gnd he 
does not regard his brief investigations 
as determining the wealth of that 
country. But of the Yellowhead Pass 
itself, Mr. McLaughlin says it is, for 
the construction of railwavs, posses- 
ed of less diffieultics to be overcome, 
than aay pass through the main range. 
At\ the highest point it is less than 380 
feet above sea level, and the ascent 
and desce t from the Athabasca up the 
Miette and down the Fraser, are so 
slight and gradual that one would not 
ba aware thereof, did he not notice the 
direction of waterflow in the streams 
along the trail. With the exception of 
Dominion Prarie, just this sida of ‘the 
summit of thoypass, there is no farming 
country, (nothing but mountain and 
rock,) for a distance of seventy miles. 
Then as the Tete Jaune Cache is reach{ 
ed, in British Columbia, one beholds 
the beautiful Fraser river valley, 
stretching awaly for over one hundred 
miles to the northwest. 

This is, in’ brief, as we glean it from 
reliable authorities, a statement of the 
country which will be settled up and 
developed foy the building of the Can; 
adianm Northern to the coast. It is for 
this «country, as it now for the lower 
Athabasew and the Mackenzie river 
country, that Edmonton must become 
the great supply depot in the near 
future,

The staff of Northern Alberta is/the 
largest individual staff in any district 
in Canada, ‘There will be in addition 
to the enumerators whose names are 
set out above, some five interpreters, 
making a total staff of 65. There are 
teni Janguages spoken in the district. 
The enumerators pay is $3 a day 
and $5 ger day for expenses. The 
amount originally fixed was $3 per 
day straight, ‘but representations 
were mad: to Mr, Oliver urging that 
the amount was insufficient, owing to 
the large area of the distiict, and the 
great distances which the enumerators 
would be compelled to travel. Mr. 
Oliver took up the matter with the 
department and succeeded in getting 
an allowance of $5 per day made, for 
expenses, 

It would, be well for the public to 
remember that the enumerators are 
sworn to secreay, and may not, there- 
fore, divulge any information gathered 
by them pertaining to the work of the 
pensus, Another thing about which 
there should be no nusundergtanding 
is that all questions asked by the en- 
umerator 10 respect to the census must 
ba answered, Section 18 of the ‘‘Cen- 
sus Act” provides that: Every per- 
son, who without lawful excuse, re- 
fuses, or neglects to sanswer, or who 
wilfully answers falsely amy question 
requisite for obtaining any informa- 
tion sought in respect of the census or 
pertinent thereto, which has been ask- 
ed of him by any anumerator or other 
person employed in the execution of 
this act, shall, for every such refusal 
or neglect or wilfully false answer in- 
cur a penalty not exceeding twenty 
dollars and not less than $5; such pen-
